The honor for the discovery goea
to 1. N. Hughet, a ploneer stockmin
of that regiom, concerning whose
wells the News has this to say

He secured the services of Mr. T.
A. Kiog, & practical well driller and
who had a good machine for the pur-
pose, and Mr. King went to work at
drillipg a six-inch hole. Upon reach-
ing & depth of about sixty fest on the
first well he observed & sirong ar-
teslan lodieation in the well, and
with thin object then In view he
turned his attention and efforts to-
ward its development with the result
of securing a good artesion flow. In
all he sunk four wells, obtalning an
urtesian flow and In the
last one the water was forced thru
A mix-ipch pipe to n height of over
six fect nboave the ground The pros
sure of water in this well wns so
groat It foresd up on the oulside of
the short plece of casing put In, so
Mr, King was compelled to quickly
draw the pipe to aveid losing It This
woll Is vow flowing a good, strong
stream of watér through a ten or
twelve inch opuning.
